A HOOSIER CYCLONE.

The Fifteenth Annual Reunion of 


| the Army of the Cumberland is to be 


held at Cincinnata October 24th and 
25th, 1883, Lieutenant-General Sheri- 
dan, President. The society was organ- 
ized under the auspices of Major- 
General Thomas, in 1868, and is com- 
posed of “officers and soldiers who have 
at any time served with honor in that 
army.” The following information is 
published in the Tnwes for the benefit 
of all soldiers of the Army of the Cum- 
berland within the range of our circu- 
lation, and we have no doubt there are 
many such, for even.here, away off on 
the shores of the Pacific, where the 
scene of the war was not, hundreds and 
thousands of old soldiers of the armies 
of twenty years ago have drifted and 
found homes since those valorous and 
inspiriting days. 

The Army of the Cumberland was 
one of the largest of the grand armies 
that battled so nobly and well to pre- 
serve the Union. It was mainly com- 
posed of Western troops. Ohio gave 
to it sixty regiments of infantry, four 
regiments of cavalry and twelve bat- 
teries of artillery; Illinois forty-three 
regiments of infantry and seven batte- 
ries of artillery; Indiana thirty-eight 
regiments of infantry, four regiments 
of cavalry and twelve batteries of artil- 
lery; Michigan eight regiments of in- 
fantry, two regiments of cavalry, one 
regiment of mechanics and engineers, 
and tive batteries of artillery; and the 
aggregate from thirteen other States 
was sixty-eight regiments of infantry, 
twenty-four regiments of cavalry and 
ten batteries of artillery; making a 
grand total, at the opening of the At- 
=—=jlanta campaign, of one hundred and 
seventy-one thousand men. 

Though Califgrnia is not credited 
with furnishing any troops to the 
Army of the Cumberland, she contains 
to-day, as we have already indicated, 
no inconsiderable number of citizens 
who served in that grand old corps 
which proudly wore the badge of the 
acorn—“hearts of oak’’—and wore it 
with distinguished honor. All these 
citizens, and many more, will be in-

northern lakes to the sunny Southland, 
whose shores are laved by the warm 
waters of the Gulf; from the sound of 
the Mississippi’s tide; from country 
and from city home; from the farthest 
verge of our Atlantic slopes tothe sun- 
ny, shining shores of the Pacific, 
men will gather to-day to do honor to 
the nation’s dead. 

It is fitting that we commemorate 
the day. The country cannot ‘honor 
its brave sons too highly, nor guard 
too sacredly the graves where their 
. ashes rest. To-day there should be a 
fresh consecration of all true and pa- 
triotic hearts to the undying prin- 
ciples for the perpetuation of which 
these vast armies of the nation’s dead 
gave their lives upon the bloody fields 
of battle, as well as in hospital and in 
prison-pen. America never can forget 
the sacrifice which she has paid for 
freedom. And yet it is impossible for 
us to estimate the sacrifice that was of- 
fered that the nation might endure. 
It never can be calculated till we know 
all the possibilities of the lives that 
were cut off—till we can measure the 
achievements which might have been 
theirs with lengthened years. The 
number of dead, fearfully large though 
it be, does not record the whole story 
of our sacrifice and our loss. But from 
her baptism Of blood the country has 
awakened to a higher life and a grand- 
er sense of her obligations. Freedom 
is more than a name, and liberty be- 
neath the Stars and Stripes is for every 
class and for every race of citizens in 
this regenerate Republic. The heart 
of the loyal American to-day is strong 
with the strength of a national love of 
‘universal justice, slowly awakened 
and aroused at the outset of that strife 
which was the war for equal rights 
before the law, for the black man as 
well as. the white, but which once 
awakened has never since slumbered. 
It gave to the utmost all that was de- 
manded of it, life, and all that makes 
life dear. 

And to-day this “Union” heart is as 
true as ever, and that loyalty to the 
country, which was the country’s 
strength and the secret of its power, 
_ to crush rebellion, and that fidelity to 
liberty under law, which was the wall 
of our protection, are the strongest 


and most imperishable elements in the 


new life of the Nation. Upon 
this basis the future shall build 
Union: which cannot. be divi- 
ded, which shall know no North, 
no South, but only one grand common 
country. 

Standing by the graves of our dead 


soldiers to-day, let us remember that 


there are no blind agenciesjat work in 
the education and uplifting of the na- 
tions; that it was no chance hand that 
dug the three hundred thousand 
graves in the bactle-stained soil of the 
Republic. Underlying ‘all is the di- 
vine law of Purpose, making of all the 
conflicting elements which have en- 
tered into our national life the means 
to an end. Through conflict as well 
as through peace all the centuries and 
the ages will be written, and the story 
told, of the advancement of the race, 
the uplifting of humanity, the growth 
of human freedom, the emancipation 
from false principles, the overthrow of 
despotisms and the final domination of 
the right. 


One of the proudest thoughts of a 
little bare-footed, backwoods Virginia 
boy, whom the writer met years ago, 
and whose father, though surrounded 
by the friends of the rebellion, was 
bravely loyal to the old flag, doing no- 
ble service in the ranks of the Union 
army—was, as he quaintly éxpressed 
it, that his “father fitinto the war. I 
wish I’d been big enough to ’list too.” 
And when. that brave father was 
brought home, shot through the heart 
by rebel -bullets, the heroic little fel- 
low cried: “‘ Daddie died for the old 
flag, so don’t let us cry,,.mother.” 

In that tar mountain home there 
may be no loving hands to-day to 
strew the lonely grave with flowers, 
but to him and such as he, the loyal 
hearts of the nation shall turn and 
moisten hig grave with the dew of ten- 
der memories and enduring gratitude.

Many 
new members, who have not seen each 
other since the muster-out, will there 
shake hands, renew old army friend- 
ships, and perhaps, as our comrade and 
cotemporary of the Tuledo Telegram 
and Commercial suggests, “drink 
again out of the same canteen.”’

The General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Session. 


A Hungry Crowd of Divines, and How They 
Made Rome How!i—interesting Church - 
Statistics —Klection of Moderator.

Saratoga Sprrines, N. Y., May 19, 
1883.—It seems that the two magnifi- 
cent bridges, the old and the new, 
that now span the Niagara river, are 
no longer adequate to the demands of 
trade, and so a third bridge is now in 
process of construction. It is to be 
neither a suspension bridge nor an 
arched bridge, but it will be built ac- 
cording to a style heretofore unknown 
in this country. It is said that there 
are now only two of the kind in the 
world--one over the river Duero in 
Spain, and the other your correspond- 
ent forgets where. This new bridge 
over Niagara will be constructed part- 
ly of stone and partly of steel, and it 
will stand ten feet higher than the old 
suspension bridge. It will cost about 
a million dollars, and when finished it 
will be, doubtless, one of the greatest 
wonders of that wonderful place. It 
does appeft as if the Almighty were 
there intending to rival what he has 


working through man! 

We left Niagara last Wednesday 
morning, after spending twenty-four 
delightful hours within hear‘ng of the 
roaring of the many waters. The 
train was crowded, uncomfortably so, 


with people, most of them delegates to 
the Assembly, who, like ourselves, 
were on their way to Saratoga. Ana 
this crowd was increased all along 
the way by frequent additions. 
A car was added at Rochester, 
but it hardly met the necessities of the 
case. Nor was it a peaceful, quiet, or- 
derly crowd, for whether it was On ac- 
count of the fatigue of the journey, or 
some mysterious influence of the New 
York air, or perchance ot the prospect 
of a long session, the fact was that a 
hunger, mighty, overmastering uncon- 
trollable, took possession of even the 
most unearthly divines, and pictured 
itself in all its ghastliness and vora- 
cious wildness 1n every face. It is true 
that for awhile nobody said or did any- 
thing that would express his feelings, 
or give a clue to his designs; but the 
stillness that then prevailed was noth- 
ing soothing, reassuring. It was like 
the dreadful and ominous calm that 
precedes a storm. That this was the 
case soon became evident, fcr when we 
reached Syracuse, and the brakeman 
said in tones that seemed then sweet 
and sonorous: ‘‘Fifteen minutes for re- 
freshments!” the cars were cleared in 
less than ten seconds, and the crowd 
rushed pellmell into the lunch and din- 
ing-rooms like a host of Huns or Van- 
dals upon the rich booty of a Roman 
army. And as the tables could not 
afford accommodations for more than 
one-third of the people, it soon became 
plain that the victory would be to the 
swiftest, and the most lively scene en- 
sued. Boys and girls disregarded their 
obligations to their elders, ladies for- 
got their good manners, and a few 
ministers laid aside their dignity. Two 
gentlemen of the cloth were seen 
contending for the use of a chair.

It was getting dark on the same day 
(Wednesday) os we reached Sara- 
toga. The confusion at the depot was 
soon followed by order, and we were 
all assigned to our different boarding 
places. The committee of arrange- 
ments have endeavored, as:far as prac- 
ticable, to keep together the delegates 
that come from the same State. Al- 
most all the California delegation is 
at the Franklin House. Yet we have 
tried not to be exclusive and to mingle, 
when at leisure, with the delegates 
from other States. One of the pleas- 
antest features in connection with the 
attendai:ce at the Assembly, is the 
meeting of old friends and the making 
of new ones. Your correspondent has 
had the pleasure of making the ac- 
quaintance, among others, of a brother 
of one of the editors of the Truss. 
He has also met a large number of old 
classmates and other college friends. 
Some of them occupy now positions 
of great influence—zll of them posi- 
tions of great usefulness. 

The General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian church is the highest judica- 
tory in our ecclesiastical gradation and 
is made up of representatives, called 
commissioners or delegates, from all 
the presbyteries in the church. Its 
jurisdiction extends, therefore, over 
every (northern) Presbyterian congre- 
gation in the land. It meets once a 
year at such places as its members 
agree upon. Last year it met at 
Springfield, Ill., and the year 
at Buffalo, N. Y. 

The present session of the assembly 
was opened last Thursday, at this 
— with a sermon by Dr. Herrick 

ohnson, the retiring moderator. He 
took for his text the last clause of 
Matt VI, 23, “‘If therefore the light 
that is in thee be darkness, how great 
is that darkness.” He said :that the 
dangers that threatened the church 
came from within and not from with- 
out, and he mentioned tho-e dangers 
under three heads: Worship, Doctrine 
and Ministry. Under the last head he 
said: ‘“‘ We are threatened with a fam- 
ine of the ministry.” And in proof of 
this assertion he gave some astounding 
statistics. We, the Presbyterians of 
the north, have 5,744 churches. Of 
these, 3,741 are churches of 40 mem- 
bers and upwards. To supply these 
with stated preaching would take 
every minister that the church has in 
active service at home and abroad, and 
the balance of churches, 2,003 in num- 
ber, would remain unprovided for. 
And even if the retired veterans and 
the ministers that are occupying pro- 
fessor’s chairs or editing papers 
were pressed into the service, 
it would’ still be  impossi- 
ble to make the number of 
ministers match the number of 
churches, the latter would still exceed 
the former by several hundred. These 
figures will, no doubt, surprise most 
people, for somehow the impression 
prevails that there is a superabund- 
ance of ministers. Nor is there any 
_—— that matters will be better in 
he near future, for whilst the number 
of communicants and of churches is 
steadily increasing the number of can- 
didates for the ministry is as steadily 
diminishing. What is the cause of 
this dearth of ministers that threatens 
us, of this calamity that en rs the 
Church? Chiefly the want of conse-

Raising Pigs. 
George M. Peas in American Dairy- 
man. 


The true farmer will keep a 
pig. He will commence with a 
breeder. What breed? In an 


experiment with all or nearly all, 
breeds, Columbia County, Chest- 
er White, Poland, Suffolk, Berk- 
shire and Essex, 1 settled on the 
last two as the best fitted for all 
purposes. The farmer wants his 
pig to have the meat properly 
proportioned; he wants the chime 
and spare-rib to have as little fat 
as consistent with the relish of 
eating those pieces. And while 
he wants good thick middlings, 
he wants some lean on them. If 
there is much he can trim it off, 
to fry fresh, or make into saus- 
age-meat. The ham and should- 
er he wants streaked with fat, or 
it will be dry and hard. He 
wants to fat his hog to get as 
miuch lard as possible, and not 
affect the pieces designated. All 
these qualities are combined in 
the Berkshire. The Essex near- 
ly as much so, with the advan- 
tage of maturing earlier. The 
Berkshire has my preference as 
the hardier of the two. The 
Berkshire is the most thorough- 
bred hog in the world, froro 
which the Essex is an outgrowth. 
The pure bred Berkshire is black, 
will have four white feet with a 
star on his forehead. The hams 
will be streaked with fat, not 
dry. The Essex ssentirely black. 
There is a breed ot hogs of a rus- 
set color, a cross from the Berk- 
‘shire. I have not tried it and 
cannot speak from knowledge. 
More depends upon care and at- 
tention than on breed. While 
it would take a great many years 
to breed a hogas perfect as the 
Berkshire, there is po class of 
animals can be improved so rap- 
idly by breeding —requiring 
no science or skill in that respect 
—as hogs. If your sow has 
more than six pigs, destroy all 
over that number. A_ good 
foundation for six is better than 
poor start for more. A good 
start is what succ-eds at the end 
of the race. | Remember, in the 
breeding of animals a few good 
ones — not more than you care 
and provide for are better than 
many inferior ones. The care 
of hogs should not be neglected. 
First of all is cleanliness. The 
hog is naturally neat, unless you 
compel him to the contrary. A 
good, warm sty in winter, a cool 
place in summer. Have the 
yard dry, with straw for bedding, 
and removeit every week for 
fresh straw. Never bed with 
hay, especially swale hay. It is 
poisonous. Forest leaves will 
do. Be at all times familiar 
with your pigs. Domestication 
is the true theory. I know you 
will hate to kill ‘him, and so 
should I: When every one shall 
do his share of labor, perhaps w: 
will not destroy even animals. 
But I confess to loving a chime 
of pork and a slice of ham, and a 
piece of middlings does season 
cowslips and lima beans; and then 
what could we do with baked 
béans without pork, or how fry 
doughnuts, or make pie crust? 

I was going to tell how to feed 
hogs. You had best breed your 
own hogs. Do not wean all the 
pigs at once. Take off a pair at 
eight weeks old. Don’t put 
- them in the barn nor under the 

barn. ‘Nothing is so bad for 
hogs to root in as earth that has 
been covered up for years by a 
building. Saltpeter or brine is 
poisonous to hogs, Have a small 
‘temporary pen, wean them two 
at a time at intervals of two 
weeks, let the last one or two re- 
main twelve weeks. This will be 
the premium - pig, and the sow’s 
udder will not get inflamed. 
Feed the little pigs with skim 
milk. If your pigs come in 
March or April, with proper 
care you can make them weigh 
250 to 300 pounds by December. 
Put away at least two for your- 
self; you don’t know what may 
happen. I would not keep the 
sow but one season; it won’t 
pay. Be sure, she will have 
more pigs the second and third 
litter, after that she will decrease 
in numbers. Oat the ham . 
ty well on to the rump if you 
prefer smoked meat. Cut the 
shoulder large; smoke your own 
hams; you will like them better. 
Take a syringe, run the tube two 
inches beside the bone into the 
ham and blow the ham full of 
strong, sweetened pickle around 
the bone. Never mind if the iam 
does swell. When ready for 
smoking, dig a trench in the 
- ground the depth of a shovel, 
ten feet long; put a flour barrel 
at one end with the hams in it. 
Lay a plank over the trench and 
build a fire with green bark or 
hardwood twigs at the other end; 
the green earth draws the smoke 
to the hams. Before warm 
weather pack the hams in whole 
corn or oats; no flies will get at 
them. The breeder must not be 
fed too high for a few weeks be- 
fore breeding, If solid, firm 
pork is desired, two weeks before 


{slaughtering feed nothing but dry 


grain twice each day, with all 
the cold water the hog can drink 
at noon. During these two 
weeks clean the nest out every 
day, and the meat will not smell 
disagreeable in cooking. 


The Home of the Horse. 
Popular Science Monthly.) 

There is no doubt that the 
original home of the horse is not 
Europe, but Central Asia; for 
since the horse in its natu_al 
state depends upon grass for ts 
nourishment and fleetness for 
its weapon, it could not in the 
beginning have thriven and mul 
tiplied in the thick forest-grown 
territory of Europe. Much rath- 
er should its place of propagation 
be sought in those steppes where 
it still roams in a wild state. 
Here, too, arose the first nations 
of riders of which we have his- 
toric knowJedge, the Mongolians 
and the Turks, whose existence 
éven at this day is as it were 
combined with that of the horse. 
From these regions the horse 
spread in all directions, especial - 
ly into the steppes of Southern 
and Southeastern Russia and in- 
to Thrace, until it finally found 
entrance into the other parts of 
Europe, but not until the immi- 
gration of the people. This as- 
sumption is strongly tavored by 
the tact that the tarther a dis- 
trict of Europe is from those 
Asiatic Steppes, i.e. from the 
original home of the horse, the 
later does the tamed horse seem 
to have made its historic appear- 
ance in it. The supposition is 
further confirmed by the fact 
that herse raising by almost 
every tribe appears as an art de- 
rived trom neighboring ,tribes in 
the North and Northeast. Even 
in Homer the ox appears exclu- 
sively as the draft animal in land 
operations at home and in the 
field, while the horse was used 
for purposes of war only. Its 
employment in- military opera- 
tions was determined by swift- 
ness alone. ‘That the value of 
the horse must originally have 
depended upon the fleetness, can 
easily be inferred trom the name 
which is repeated in all branches 
of the Indo-European language, 
and signifies nearly “ hastening,” 
“quick.” The same fact is ex- 
emplified by the description of 
the oldest poets, who, next to its 
courage, speak most of its swift- 
ness. 


A Sphynx in New York.

If ever you haunt the stretch 
between Delmeonico’s and Park- 
er’s, which is known as ‘the up- 
per crawl,” you will have noticed 
in the late hours, somewhere be- 
tween the Welsh rarebit and the 
nightcap, a street figure that is 
very rematkable.

And sometimes when she stands 
in the middle of the roadway 
with her board of violets on her 
hips and her fine figure posed as 
she talks to someéwaiting hack- 
man—for they all know her— 
you recall the women of old 
Florence or the dark peasants of 
Provence who seem to have 
come out of the warm soil with 
the grapes and ripened with the 
southern sun. 

Nobody ever saw this woman 
in the daytime. Nobody knows 
where she comes from. But all 
the late habitues of the “ upper 
crawl” take home with them a 
bud or a sprig. 

Tkere isn’t a cafe or an all- 
night house or a riotous bar- 
room on all that stretch that she 
doesn’t walk through as imperi- 
ously and as safe as if she were 
Cleopatra herself. Tipsy rowes 
have tried to interview her with- 
out avail as she pinned the sweet 
little rosebud under their drunk- 
en faces. Scores of riotous ar- 
tists have tried to sketch her on 
their wine cards, but they were 
too far gone to catch the strange 
affluent strength and beauty of 
it. Wilde told me that John 
Lafarge offered her fifty dollars 
to stand still for an hour. Sa- 
rony was on her trail, for more 
than one night with a piece of 
charcoal. But it was no use. 
She strides on. She doesn’t 
know anything about art, or fas- 
cination, or dress, or danger, or 
the wiles of life. She is one of 
those magnificent freaks of na- 
ture that upset all our calcula- 
tions, and make us take our hats 


off to mere flesh and blood. 


Value of Woman’s Work. 

Rev. Thomas K. Beecher, 
writing te the*Christain Union 
of his camp life in the woods, 
gives the following advice: 

* All men ought to go to the 
woods and religiously do their 
own washing and general work— 
such as sewing, cooking, house- 
keeping and dish washing, The 
work of women is not spoken of 
sensibly by men till they have 
done it themselves. Gentleman 
reader, itis easy to talk! But 
just try it on a very moderate 
scale once, and you'll honor 
working women more than ever. 
Do as I have done—do a wash of 
six pieces, and then remember 
that a woman turns off two hun- 
dred pieces in a day. Look at 
your watch and see how long it 
takes you. Look at your soap 
and see how much you have used. 
Look at your white clothes, hand- 
kerchief or towel, and see what 
you have done or not done, ana 
never again speak harshly of or 
to a woman on washday, nor of 
laundry work as if it were un- 
skilled labor. Try it. Don’t sneer 
Try it. A sympathetic -gentle- 
man having washed two dozen 
pieces will never change his shirt 
again without a glow of reverence 
and gratitude. She did this. A 
similar and salutatory conscious- 
ness will come to him who darns 
his own socks, patches his trow- 
sers, splices his suspenders and 
washes dishes. Look not every 
man upon his old things, but 
every man also upon the work of 
awoman. Such an experience 
in the woods will go far toward 
settling the woman question, by 
teaching us we are all members 
One of another, and there must 
be no schism.”’ 


Mistakes in Newspapers.

In mak- 
ing type, variations that might 
be allowed in the finest machine- 
ry would render type useless. It 
is very rarely that type furnished 
by two separate foundries can be 
used together without a great 
deal of trouble, even though they 
should try to makeit atter the 
standard. We read once in a 
while of wonderful pieces of cabi- 
net or mosaic work containing 
20, 10, or 50,000 pieces, the 
maker of which has spent months 
or even years of labor in produc- 
ing; and the people go to see 
it as a curiosity. But the most 
elaborate and carefully fitted 
piece of work of this kind ever 
made does not compare for mi- 
nuteness of detail and accuracy 
of fitting, with which the printer 
does every day. The man who 
does the first is looked upon as a 
marvel of skill, and if 100 of his

Some ‘Houses in Washington. 
Washington Letter in Chicago Journal.} 


All along the way, on to Du- 
pont Circle, there are Queen 
Anne houses, some more so than 
others, till Mr. Blaine’s square, 
French Architecture is reached. 
This has two entrances, one on 
the east, where the steps are 
guarded by bright brass rods 
that show their burnish in the 
sunlight, and the other on the 
north, with a porte cochere. 
But with such variety of archi- 
tecture one comes back to the 
Windom residence with wonder- 


ful satisfaction. It does not 
weary the eye with turrets or 
towers, crooks or niches, over- 
hanging eaves or topheavy win- 
dows, or efforts to combine sev- 
eral styles in one inharmonious 
whole. It is plain, spacious and 
handsome on the exterior, but 
infinitely more attractive as an 
interior. Tne broad hall leads 
directly through to the hand- 
somest private dining-room here. 
This extends crosswise—at one 
end with a deep alcove window, 
at the other with doors opening 
into the dining-room. On one 
side is an oak buffet; on the 
other an oak mantel of the six- 
teenth century. The paper on 
the wall harmonizes with the 
oak finish, and altogether the 
room gives a sense of substan- 
tial elegance, and is cheerful 
without heaviness. The dining- 
room is the whole length of the 
house, and on tbe west side bro- 
ken by a broad window. At 
either end another deep window, 
and the double doors opening in- 
to the dining-room are matched 
by similar ones opening into the 
hall, just opposite those leading 
into the library. The three 
rooms and hall can be thrown 
open, and will afford unusual 
space by their arrangement. 
The stairway is in a side hall 
leading to the right, quite out of 
the way, and yet convenient, the 
two flights to the second floor 
broken by a landing, lighted by 
a stained-glass window. All of 
the winduws get a bit of stained 
glass, with birds of brilliant col- 
or put in the upper part. It 
gives a soft, agreeable light to 
the rooms. The dining-room is 
not yet furnished. Mrs. Win- 
dom has taken time to study ef- 
fects, and get such pieces as 
seemed most desirable, without: 
the haste that often compels 
regret after things are bought 
that are not desirable. The re- 
sult is a well furnished, satisfac- 
tory, beautiful home, and one, I 
fancy, not to be given up because 
of Mr. Windom going out of 
official life. -There was no more 
reason why he should not have 
built this house than there was 
why Senators Cameron, Pendle- 
ton, Van Wyck and others 
should not have built theirs.

He experimented on 
chicken raising, and the result 
was: the hens paid him $6 56 
each, for the year. One hen he 
kept close account of and his 
past season’s footings slowed 
three broods of chickens, worth 
$7.50; two lots of eggs, $4.75. 
He says that two dollars of the 
sum would buy two hundred 
pounds of corn, which would 
keep the hen for ayear. He 
therefore claims eight dollars net 
gair from that hen. Now, com- 
ments on the above are unneces- 
sary. Who will say that a man 
with only a little means could 
not enter upon the dairy business 
on a small scale, or that of poul- 
try raising, and make a good 
living in California. Neither is 
it necessary to multiply instances 
to prove that a man can support 
himself and family in California 
by engaging in what some would 
call a small business: In regard 
to the profits to be made’ on eggs 
alone; we need only to say, it is 
estimated that since the first of 
June last at least 250,000 dozen 
eggs have been imported to this 
city from the East. It is fair to 
suppose that these eggs sold at a 
reasonable profit after having 
been brought some 3,000 miles 
by rail. There is no doubt but 
a hundred and fifty hens will lay 
a living for a family of ordinary

In order to effect a long ride 
without severe fatigue it is good, 


journey into easy stages. From 
two to three hours is long enough 
to work at one stretch, and 15 
to 20 miles is long enough for 
one ride. It ds always wise, in 
touring, to take the morning and 
evening for the longest rides, and 
few enjoyments equal a gentle 
spin along a pleasant road by 
moonlight. I do not think ita 
sound plan to hreak suddenly 
through fixed physical habits 
bearing on bodily rest and bodily 
exercise, and I would not, there- 
fore, recommend those who have 
arrived at mature life to alter 
their times for rest and work very 
much, out of regard to the prac- 
tice of this new exercise.

And the God of all grace, who hath 
called us unto his eternai glory by Christ 
Jesus, after that you have suffered vawhile, 
, strengthen, settle yOu.,—1 Pet., 


If the blending of notes here seems 
strange, it yet accords with the facts of 
life. In life’s most exultant strains 
comes the grave and solemn bars. 
Grace and pain are joined. Perfection 
and suffering are intimately related. 
Suffering isa law of life. It is a mys- 
terious law, but it were folly to deny 
that the drift of the whole is good. 
And it is alaw. It is not exceptional, it 
is universal. It is not accidental, iso- 
lated; it belongs to the constitution of 
the universe. It penetrates and per- 
vades all nature. and is one of the con- 
ditions of existence to which we yield 
as we do to the great steady laws. 

1. In individual life God’s disci- 
pline is one of trial We may 
wish that life were differently. organ- 
ized. Prospefity with exemption from 
suffering would be a pleasanter thing. 
But the pleasantest thing may not be 
beet. ‘‘I was born weak,”’ said Ros- 
seau; ‘ill treatment has made me 
strong.”’ ‘Thanks to thee,’’ said Sir 
William Wallace to Edward First, ‘‘ for 
carrying me where no strength of my 
own could have borne me. Without 
thy banners and ‘cross-bows in array 
against me I should have sunk into ut- 
ter forgetfulness.”’ 

Sufferirg in Bedford jail gave us Pil- 
grim’s Progress. Mrs. Browning’ s suf- 
fering years were the dark womb out of 
which was born her matchless songs. 


‘The poets learn in suffering what they 
teach in song.”’ ‘‘The anguish of the 
singer makes the sweetness of the 
strain.’ 

So more spiritually. The strong man 
is the man who has been tried. The 
mah of profound and Christly sympathy 
is the man of many sorrows. It is the 
law of the divine kingdom that in pro- 
portion as men are great in capacities 
for service they must have their capaci- 
ties developed by suffering. 

. 2. In national life, Kossuth said: 
‘*It is the fate of Liberty to be baptized 
in bloed, and no nation has ever risen 
to eminence without this crimson bap- 
tism. The attentive reader of history 
will observe one uniform result follow- 
ing great national struggles—a wonder- 
ful awakening of the human mind—a 
quickening of the forces of national life. 
The age of the Crusades was esau 
by the revival of letters. The stru 

in Germany by the spread of learnin 

The War of the Roses | by the diffusion 
of rights. The struggle of Mohamme- 
danism by an age of literary culture. 
China has been almost a stranger 
to great national convulsions, and 
has effete. civilization, while 
England, Germany and America, many 
times deluged with war, are, in law and 
liberty, in intelligence and religion, the 
first and mightiest nations of the world. 
The only possible explanation is that 
war develops self sacrifice. It demands 
the abnegation of self—the heroic spirit. 

3. In the Life of Christ—The same 
law was distinctly recognized. 
Excepta corn of wheat fall into 
the ground and die it abideth alone, 
and the secret of His unparalleled sway 
in the realm of thought and affection, is 
that He made the law of the universe 
the law of His own life, voluntarily 
and joyfully accepting 1t and dying that 
we might live. 

The skeptic sneers, forgetting that 
suffering and death is the law of all 
life. He says the cross is hard to be 
understood. But is this great primal 
law of life out of death easy of compre- 
hension? It is the law of the nature of 
things. We do not understand it, but 
itis here—a fact, and its drift is good. 

Now, itis in this spirit that we would 
accept the sacrifice of those brave boys 
whose memories we honor on the Na- 
tion’s Memorial Day. We do not un- 
derstand the Providence which brings 
blessings to millions through such a red 
sea of suffering as our civil war occa- 
sioned, but we recognize the operation 
of the old law of life out of death, beauty 
out of decay, and reverently accept the 
good andthe gain, while we do honor 
tothe noble men who purchased bless- 
ings for others at such cost to them- 
selves. 

Our national existence ought to be a 
precious thing, because purchased for us 
at such measureless sacrifice of life. 
Tennyson’s line is illustrated— 

“The individual withers, and the world is 
more and more.’ 

Men perish, but the nation survives. 
Multitudes suffer, but the magnificent 
and awful cauge of Human Progress is 
advanced. 

Whatever, therefore, we may think of 
war, it seems fitting that we should 
honor the memories of our citizen sol- 
diers who died for their country. Greece 
did, on the field of Marathon; and 
though our fields of Marathon are num- 
bered by the score, and our fallen he- 


ub-| roes are scattered over a continent, the 


Nation should sgecogrize her debt of 
gratitude, and annnally commemorate 
with speech and song and flowers the 
heroism of the dead soldiers of the 
Union. 

Decoration day was beautiful in its 
origin. 

It sprang out of the deepest and holi- 
est feelings. It was born in the South 

—‘‘And warm and true at tender is the 


South.’’ 


Her women, strewing the graves of their 
slain, left those of their late foes unhon- 
ored. Then the colored women stole 
forth, and by night strewed wild flowers 
over the resting-places of those whose 
vicarious sufferings 
emancipation. The watching stars saw, 
and God, and doubtless the reverent 
and grateful act is written forever in 
the Book of Remembrance. The heroic 
sacrifice demands from each of us grate- 
ful acknowledgment.

When eleven British soldiers, mis- 
taking an order charged upon seventy 
of the enemy, and only retreated when 
six of their number were slain, those 
robbers of Upper Scinde expressed 
their admiration for heroic darmng by a 
rude symbolism. When a chieftain of 
their own falls they tie around his wrist 
a thread of green or red, red denoting 
the highest rank. Sir Charles Napier 
found those fallen herves stark and 
gashed, but round each wrist was twined 
the red thread of honor. 
So strong feeling, poetic feeling, in 
the breasts of those rude savages, labor- 
ed to express itself. So we, on Memo- 
rial Day, express those higher feelings 
which, disdaining the petty feebleness 
of words to set them forth, find most 
natural expression in symbolic form. 
We bear witness, by significant cere- 
mony, to splendid bravery, matchless 
patriotism, devotion to liberty, and he- 
roic self-sacrifice. Besides, each flower 
may indicate some perished hope, may 
represcnt some virtue crowned by 
death; some bright promise blasted in 
battle, or may silently express serene 
acquiescence in suffering and joy in its 
results. 
Elevating and imposing as a memo- 
rial of individual sacrifices, it also re- 
minds us that our Civil War was the 
last great conflict for Freedom. It was 
the culmination of a struggle of a thous- 
and years; and we feel the ties of sym- 
pathy binding us to the Greek, to the 
Pole and the Hungarian, to the Ger- 
man and the Englishman and the Ital- 
ian, while *we learn anew the deathless 
| Character of that boon for which men 
have so freely died.
